Canadian Security 


The Government of England does not wish to 
impose conscription in peace time because it 
hopes that all the sons of Britain will from now 
on do their military service to secure the inde- 
pendence of the Motherland. It is the same sen- 
timent for the maintenance of peace which in- 
spires the great majority of Canadians. We do 
not want war, and we do not want to fight except 
to defend our own frontiers. It is, however, 
necessary that we should be prepared to defend 
Canadian territory, the last bit of Canadian terri- 
tory. Certainly it is important that our defence 
effort should have been carried to the extreme 
limit of our capacity when the United States or 
Great Britain comes to our rescue—Le Canada 
(Montreal), 


Law Ignored 

One fact stands out: although the Nazi Chan- 
cellor made no specific claims which point dir- 
ectly and immediately to a new crisis, there was 
nothing in his speech to suggest that Hitler pro- 
poses now to settle down in peace with his 
neighbors. Everything that he said leads to the 
conclusion that, in the future, as in the immediate 
past, world peace can only be maintained on 
Hitler's terms. That is to say, if and when he 
asks for anything he must be given it. Ger- 
many, he said, will brook no interference “in 
matters concerning us alone with the purpose of 
preventing natural and sensible solutions.” The 
Hitler interpretation of such a sentence is now 
familiar to the whole world. Who shall decide 
what matters concern Germany alone? Hitler. 
Who shall say what solutions are natural and 
sensible? Again, Hitler. The Nazi Chancellor 
remains today what he was yesterday, the advo- 
cate, the judge and the jury of his own case. He 
rejects today, as he has rejected in the past, any 
idea of settling his disputes by any method or 
process of international law. Any recognition 
of the validity of the League of Nations, or any 
similar body never enters his head.—Winnipeg 
Free Press.

Negative 

Herr Hitler has spoken and the world wags 
on. 

To appraise hig speech to the Reichstag is 
difficult. The reaction is negative, in tht main. 

He was not bellicose. He kept the question 
of colonies open, but uttered no threats concern- 
ing them. He aligned Germany with Italy, but 
gave no blanket endorsation to Italian demands 
upon France. 

He said Germany would stand by Italy “in 
any war that might be forced upon her,” and the 
world can read as much or as little significance 
into that qualification as it pleases. No one cer- 
tainly is going to force war upon Italy, in the 
broader sense. But Italy may say that war is 
forced upon her by denial of her just claims to 
expansion, and Hitler has not said he would 
withhold support in that eventuality. 

The world was unnecessarily apprehensive 
before Hitler spoke. Its fears are allayed to a 
degree by the relatively calm address he has 
made to it, whereas really nothing else was to be 
expected at the moment. What may be signifi- 
cant, however, is the fact that he has made no 
contribution whatever to appeasement, and this 
in the face of obvious and growing tension in 
Europe. He spoke of his hopes for a long period 
of peace, but it remains to be seen whether he 
implements these with a restraining influence on 
Italy. —Vancouver Province. 


Reasonably Moderate 

Chancellor Hitler’s latest Reichstag speech |s 
being set down as reasonably moderate for a d-c- 
tator. Possibly it furnished a basis for a certain 
concern in its intimation that Germany would 
support Italy in war that may involve Italy, but 
it had its element of encouragement in the state- 
ment that while the former German colonies are 
wanted back, here was a matter that “could not” 
cause war, 

It may be, as has been suggested, that Nazi- 
dom is not anxious for the present to launch on 
courses that might engulf it in war, for the 
reason that it may consider it good policy to con- 
solidate its new territorial position born of the 
annexation of Austria and its winning of the 
Sudetenland sections of Czecho-Slovakia. It may 
also be that the relatively mild nature of Hitler's 
speech was related to the evident increasing mili- 
tary strength of the democratic states. Airplane 
production in Great Britain seems to be hitting 
a formidable stride. One British newspaper says 
that Britain soon will be producing fighting 
planes at the rate of 3,000 a mo This sug- 
gests a vast improvement over the ev dently 
alarming condition of British defences at the 
time of the Czecho-Slovakian crisis. Too, there 
is the big armaments program that is being 
speeded aong in the United States. It may be 
that Hitler is recognizing that the democracies 
in another “showdown” might not be the pliable 
parties Great Britain and France may have 
shown themselves to be, for the sake of European 
peace, last September.— Reyina ‘Leader-Post, 
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The Passing Show

All of the democratic countries seem to have 
been caught napping in airplane construction 
for war purposes, while pursuing paths of peace 
and appeasement. Both Italy and Germany claim 
a large lead in air fleets, though how far their 
boasts are truth, no one knows, Major George 
Fielding Eliot, writer on mili- 
tary affairs, in a recent issue 
of the Foreign Policy Asso- 
ciation’s Reports, casts doubt 
on the air mastery of the Reich. 

Saying that the German air force has become 
a sort of “instrument of international blackmail,” 
he adds: “It is difficult to believe that Germany 
has created a first-line air force of 10,000 planes, 
all organized and ready to take off.” He points 
out that in the fall of 1935 only 108 planes could 
be shown by the Nazis at their Nuremberg par- 
ade. He estimates that Germany's first-line 
planes in April of last year numbered about 1,620. 
The Reich admits only 3,000 of such planes, in- 
cluding squadron reserves. 

“Unless a nation is deliberately building 
against a prearranged date at which it intends 
to begin war,” he says, “it is unwise to assemble 
any great number of planes in the present state 
of aeronautical] science, for planes are being im- 
proved so rapidly that today’s miracle is obso- 
lete tomorrow.” He argues that to maintain any 
such strength as 10,000 planes assures a vast 
waste of precious material which Germany can- 
not afford. 

Air staffs, he says, estimate that plane losses 
might be as high as 90 per cent in the first 30 
days of conflict. Continuity of effort would be 
entirely dependent on ability to replace those 
losses rapidly. Conceding the advantages of 
Germany's state-controlled, integrated economy 
which she has applied to the production of muni- 
tions, he reasons that the democracies could or- 
ganize production to exceed those of Germany 
and Italy under the impulse and handicaps of 
war conditions. 


FIGHT FOR 
AIR MASTERY

Major Eliot's article appeared on December 
18. Five weeks after it appeared, a new method 
for the mass production of airplanes is an- 
nounced at Washington. It promises to revolu- 
tionize airplane production on this continent. It 
is announced by George Baekeland, vice-presi- 
dent of the Bakelite Corpora- 
tion, who has been in confer- 
ence with U.S. army and navy 
heads. It consists of nothing 
less revolutionary than the manufacture of air- 
plane fuselages and wings from plastics. He says 
that nine men in three eight-hour shifts, could 
produce fuselage and wings for ten planes. What 
fields for mass production that opens up. 

I had an interview with Mr. Baekeland’s 
father in 1909, soon after he announced his dis- 
covery of bakelite. At that time it bordered on 
the miraculous that under heat and pressure it 
was possible to make a hard, strong plastic, fire- 
proof and a non-conductor of electricity by mix- 
ing an oil (phenol—the carbolie acid of common 
use) and a gas (formaldehyde), Since then a 
new chapter in commerce has opened up in the 
manufacture of synthetic resins and their pro- 
ducts. Bakelite is now used in the manufacture 
of 15,000 different articles, from buttons to 
silent gears, from telephone receivers to kitchen 
cabinets. 


PLANES FROM 
NEW PLASTICS 
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Building airplane fuselages and wings from 
wood and metal and canvas, has been a slow 
process, taking from one week to many months, 
and requiring skilled technicians, It has been 
the slowest part in airplane manufacture. Metal 
planes have called for infinite fitting of fine metal 


sheets, and careful riveting. 
ALL READY Machines can turn out engines, 
TO START but fuselage and wing construc- 


tion require careful hand labor, 
This has been the limiting factor in mass airplane 
construction. 

Under the new method, fuselages and wings 
will be made in one-thirtieth of the present time. 
Impregnated wood and powerful adhesives made 
from synthetic resins will be used. 

Other advantages are claimed. By the use 
of dies and pressure a perfectly balanced plane 
will result. Absence of skin friction will add 35 
miles an hour to speed, Tests by the Bureau of 
Standards show that a greater weight-strength 
is achieved by the fire-proof plastic than by 
fabricated methods of construction. 

This is news of very great importance at this 
time. In his statement Mr. Baekeland gave credit 
for the new principle to Col. V. E. Clark, retired 
airplane officer and aeronautica] designer, and 
to the Haskelite Manufacturing Corporation of 
Chicago, which, with experts from the Bakelite 
Corporation, worked out the principle into prac- 
tice. Workmen now engaged in fuselage and 
wing making will be freed for assembly work on 
the new plastic planes. 

While under a secrecy pledge to the U.S. War 
department, Mr. Backeland said that contracts 
are pending and that a large factory for the con- 
struction of the new plastic planes is ready for 
operation.

skin is exposed to the ultra violet 
rays of the sun. Artificial sunlamp 
or ultra violet ray lamps may be 
used as a substitute for the sun's

is known to be rich in vitamin D 
Cod-liver oil is the old standby 
and when it is started early enough 
most babies will take it withou
